France to Continae Her Occupation 
Until the Siamese Posts 
Are Evacnated. 

f; 

I'AiLis, Oct. 2.— The text of the new 
treaty between France and Siam is praotio- 
ally aa follows : 

Olauso 1. Siam rcuouncea all clniin In the 
whole territory on tho left bank of the 
Mekong and to the islands of the river. 

C&use 2. Siam undertakes not to main- 
tain 4)^ employ armed vessels or hoxle on tho 
waters of the Great Toulcsaplano or Me- 
kong, or their alliuents situated in the re- 
gions specified in - the article approved 
heroio. 

Clause 3. Siam will not oonstruot any for- 
tified post or armed sattiement in the Pro- 
vinoea of Battambag and Zeniricaps, or 
within a distance of twenty-fivo kilonic trea 
from the right bank of the Mekong. 

Clause t. Within the zones fixed by tho 
precfdiiij,' elaua.B, police supervision will, 
nccotiUng to euatoin, be exercised by the 
loiiiil authorities with a contingent as small 
aa Otcujbity will permit. No regular or 
ii re(<ul,ir armed force ia to bo maintained. 

Ciauae 5. —Siam nndiTtakia to open iiego- 
tiatijiiis with I'Vaii^i; witliin six iiuHuha 
with a view to tlio aettluniunt of ciiatoma 
arrangonicMta in the territories specilied in 
cliiii e li and to the revision of tho treaty of 
1H,')1, Until the conoliiaion of this agree- 
nieii. no ciiitoina diitioa will be tixcd in the 
zona mentioned in clause .'i, and reoiprooiiy 
will-jbu continued, grante{l by France to the 
proJucta of Siam, in the said /. )no. 

tjjauae (j. Since tho develupiiient of navi- 
fation on tho Mekong may necessitate cer- 
tain works for tho establishment of relay 
stations for barges and depots for wood and 
coal on the right bank of the river, Siam un- 
dcrtakoa togive every facility for such works 
at tho rei|ueBt of Franco. 

Ciauae 7. French citizens, whether born 
Frenchmen or persons enjoying French pro- 
tection, shall bo allowed to travel about 
freely and trade in the territories situated 
within tho zono apecitied in clause li, upon 
providing themaelvea with permits from tho 
French authorities. Reciprocity shall bo 
observed in regard to the inhabitants of said 
zone. 

Clause 8— France reserves to herself the 
right of establishing consulates wherever 
they may be deemed advisable in the inter- 
est of her eitiEens, whether snbjeots or de- 
pendents, and espeotally at Khorat and 
Nunc; Nam. Siam shall concede to Franco 
the territory necessary for the establish- 
roent of said cbosulate. 

Clause 0. The present treaty must be 
ra'.ilod within four months of tho date of 
signing. 

Tho convention attached to the treaty 
provides that tho Siamcao military posts es- 
tahliehed ou tho left hiink of tho Mekong 
and Islands of the river shall bo evacuated 
within a month of tlie signing of tho present 
convention. The stations situated in 
tho provinces of Ankor and lia'.tumbug 
and on tho right bank of the river, within a 
rudiua of twenty-live kilometres, shall be 
oviieuated within the same period, and tlie 
fortilioations ahall be rased to tho ground. 

Tho authors of the attacks made on the 
French at Ivi-nghan and Kukon shall bo 
ti ied by the Si imcae authorities. A repre- 
aentative of Franco v/ill be present at tho 
trial and will see that tho seutencca pro- 
nounced are carried into tlTi.ct. The Fiennh 
(iovcrnment reserves the right to decide 
whether the punishments are adoquato, and 
sh'iuld there bo need to demand u now trial 
before a mixed tribunal whoso composition 
that Government shall itself determine, 

Siam is to hand over to the French 
authorities all French subjects, whether 
Frenchmen, Annamitos, Cambodians or Lao- 
bianSgOn the left bank of the river, who are at 
present undergoing imprisonment, no matter 
what their ofTence may be. Siam shall 
place no obstaole In the way of the return to 
tti^ left bank of the former inhabitants of 
that region. The Bangbion of Kenghan 
and his suite shall be oonduotfld by a ropre- 
Bentali.o of the Minister of Foreign AllUira 
to tlio French leuatinn, to which sliall be 
taken alno the Fiench arms and 11 'gs in 
piiHHi B.sion of Siuineso authorities. 

Franco shall oontinue to occupy Chanla- 
bnoii uniil the execution of the toriiia of the 
present convenlion, notably until the com- 
plete evaciiaiion of the Siainese posts on tlu' 
left bank of the Mekong and of the Islands 
oil tho liver, and also of tho posis in tho 
rroviiicea of l!attainba<j and .Simrap and on 
thi'iiglit Iniuk of tho Mekong within a 
radius of twenty-tivo kilometres.

Mo.N'TitEAi,, Oct. 2. — The Star's special 
cable from London says ; Tho success of the 
recent Victoria and Now South VVales loans 
have induced the Province of British Co- 
lumbia to announce to-day tho issue through 
the Bank of British Columbia of £123,700 
three per cent, inaoribod stock at 91, ro- 
duomablc at par in 1011.

STOEM AND FLOOD. 



Terrible Gale in the South— The City 
of Mobile, Alabama, 
Under Water. 



Sick Headache T Beeoiiam's Pii.t,s. 



A. Scene of Wreckage As If the 
Place Had been Bom- 
barded. 

MoiiiLE, Oct. 2. —A southeast gale broke 
hero this morniug about four o'clock, and 
tiie wind has been increasing in velocity 
ever since, until at this hour (I p.m) it is 
blowing at least fifty mile* an hour. The 
barometer is still falling. The wind hue 
blown the water from the gulf, until tho 
river has reached Royal street, which ia four 
blocks from the river end, at an elevation of 
about fifteen feet from tho mean river 
height. There is no possible chance of 
estimating the money damages. All tho 
wholesale and retail portion of the city ia 
some four feet under water, and thousands 
of dollars worth of gooda have been damag- 

d. Tho pilot boat Ida Low has been 
driven on tho wharf at the foot of Francis 
street. Tho bay boat Heroine was driven 
on the Mobile and Ohio wharf, and almost 
totally wrecked. It is reported that 
three dredges working on the canal 
have been lost, It is also reported 
hero that some fifty milej of tho 
Louisville and Nashville road along tho 
coast is under water, and that tho Riloxi 
bridge has been swept away by tho gale. 
In this city houses have been unroofed, trees 
Ijlown down, and one cotton warehouse has 
Buccumbed to the fury of the gale. Tho 
Hinokeatacka of all the manufacturing indue- 
trica have been blown down, and street car 
trallic haa been totally suspended because of 
tho damage to the electric wires. The city 
will no doubt be in darkncKa to-night, as tho 
wavca are fast encroaching on tho light 
works, which may be under water in another 
hour. Tho business thoroughfares of the 
city are being navigated in boats, and 
parties are wading up to their arm-pits in 
an eflort to aave their goods. It ia 
acknowledged by all to be the worst storm 
that has ever visited Mobile. The southern 
part of the city presents a soene of wreck- 
age as if It had been irambarded. The 
towers on the Court house and Cihrlst 
church are totterinc;. Dredge Is'o. 5 turned 
over near the light-house and three men 
were thrown into tho waves. At great 
peril, tho crew of tho tug Captain S. 

teamed to tho rescue and saved two of the 
men, the other being lost. An unknown 
white man lost hi.s footing while wading in 
tho Union depot, at tho foot of Government 
street, was swept under the bridge and 
drowned.

The Minister of Marine on the "Co- 
quitiam" Case— Meeting of 
Parliament

Ottawa, Oct. '2 —Tho Exchequer court 
this morning gave judgment for SI, 100 for 
interest ond costs in favor of Robertaon, in 
the case of the Queen v. Robertson, in con- 
nection with the expropriation of land in 
British Columbia for the C.P.R. 

Hon, Messrs. Foster and Angers leave for 
Manitoba, the Northwest and British Co- 
lumbia to-morrow morning, to hold confer- 
ences with farmers and others on tariff mat- 
ters. They will commence at Winnipeg on 
the 9i.h, and will hold meetings at Van- 
couver, Victoria, Nanaimo and New West- 
minster, and will be absent five weeks. 

Il ia understood that Parliament will be 
summoned for the dinpatdi of bualneas be- 
tween tho l,")ih and 'Joth of Januwy. 

Judge King was aworn in aa a judge of 
the Supremo court of the Dominion this 
afternoon by Chief Justice Strong. He will 
take bis seat on the bench at the opening of 
the court to-morrow morning. 

The Manitoba school case will be tho first 
one taken up by the Supreme court to- 
morrow. 

The Department of Railways and Canals 
recci^'ed information to-day that the 
masonry of the look walls of the Soo canal 
waa completed this afternoon. There ia no 
doubt now that the canal will be ready for 
the opening of navigation next spring. 

Sir C. H. Tupper said in conversation to 
tho Colonist correspondent to-day that tho 
action in tho District court of Alaska, con- 
demning tho Coquitlam, " liaa no bearing 
on tho liehring arbitration, as tho Coquit- 
lam was not seized for sealing, but for an 
infraction of tho United States customs 
laws. This oirence, it waa claimed, 
waa committed twelve miles from 
shore, and therefore it waa tho contention of 
the British Government that ia was beyond 
tho territorial jurisdiction of the United 
States. Thia view of tho case waa taken in 
tho diplomatic negotiations which have 
been going on between the Imperial Govern- 
ment and tho Government of the United 
States with reference to thia seizure, which 
negotiations will not bo at all affected by 
the decision of the court. The contention 
of tho British Government is that the 
seizure was illegal because it was made out- 
aide tho American jurisdiotion. If this be 
sustained, the confiscation by the Alaska 
court docs not amount to a row of pins, its 
the American Government under these cir- 
cumstances will have to pay for all dam- 
ages done, whether the court oonfitcates 
the Coquitlam or not. . ~- 



GREAT DISTRESS. 



Terrible Suireriiigf Among: the Strik- 
ing Miners of Eiig-laud and 
Their Families. 



Endeavors to Brins: ilasters and Men 
Together and Settle the 
Difficnltles. 



London, Oot. 2*— Among the manufac- 
turing towns that have keenly felt the 
shortage of coal caused by the groat strike 
of the miners are Sheffield, Leeds, Brad- 
ford, Nottingham and Derby. Notwith- 
standing tho failure thus far of the cflorts 
made to bring about a settlement of tho dis- 
pute, the Mayors oi these towns have de- 
cided that something should be done by 
them in the interest of business that is 
threatened with heavy loaaea to 
bring tho fight to an ond. 
A meeting of tho Mayors was held 
to-day, and it waa resolved that they should 
invite delegates of tho Coal Owners and the 
Miners' Federation lo meet thcin on Monday 
next. They expect then to reach some 
settlement of tho troubles, so that tho miners 
may return to work. The mayors fully 
realize the terrible suil'ering that ia now 
overywdiero aocompauyiug the strike. Tho 
men have been out of work for over two 
months, and hundreds of those who have 
families have sold or pawned everything of 
value they posseHBcd in order to obtain food 
for their wivea and children. 

It is a common occurrence for tho Lon- 
don and provincial papers to report the 
deaths of miners' little children who have 
died from actual starvation. Relief com- 
mittccB have been appointed in many local- 
ities to alleviate as far as possible the pre- 
vailing distress, Part of the work of these 
committees is the feeding of children, 
thousands of whom apply daily for tho only 
food it is possible for them to obtain. 
With this condition of things prevailing, 
tho Mayors think they may bu able to 
bring about some understanding between 
the masters and men 'that will allow gf a 
resumption and a oonsccjucnt output of coal 
that will furnish tho mills, fuctnrie.i, etc , 
with a plentiful supply of fuel. Should tho 
local fiiminc continue, and tho industries of 
the several towii.a be forced to suspend, tho 
aullering among tho oporutives and artiaana 
and their faiiiiliea would be great. It ia 
hoped that aomo solution of tho problem 
will short iy be arrived at, and that tho 
jirice of coal will reach itH normal level. Tt 
ia believed by aomo pcr.=onH that the return 
of tho strikers in the llnlioii. district and in 
^'orkslliro will tend to induce the meu still 
out to recoiieider their determiuatiou not to 
resume work until their full demands are 
granted.

Col. the Hon. James Baker, Minister of 
Mines, Mr. H. Carndchacl, Provincial 
Asaayer, and Mr. Uubertaon, arrived back 
from a visit to the China creek minea yes- 
terday, well pleased with \s'hal they aaw 
and heard during their stay on tho acene of 
operations. They reached Alberni on Sun- 
day t!ie 24th ultimo, and early on the fol- 
lowing nioruiug took horaoB and wore oil' for 
tho mines by the trail. They went over the 
ground which Mr. C.irmichael baa already 
reported upon, und fully eonfiim hia oon- 
cluiiioiia. ThiH c.vprea.ilnn of opinion from 
an olil proapector liko Mr. Robertaon muat 
have conaiileriiblo weight, and, as an Alberni 
eorreppomleut puts ii, '' everyone ti)U»t be 
pleaaed that wo have a Minister of Minea 
poHsi'saiijg a praclic d kuoivltdge of niiiniig " 

What the Colonel lhi[dia of the now gold 
diatrict ia cojitaiiied in i he folhnviiig lalk 
which bo gave to the Ciu.oMST last evening ; 

"So liltle work has been done iipon the 
clai'UH up lo the pr<-Hi'ii! time that il ia im- 
po.Hsiblu to apeal: deliiiitely ua to what llie 
futaro importance may Ue of tho mining 
camp, but there ia no doubt thut tho indicu- 
tioiia are very favorable. 

" For about a mile ami a half from the 
head of China Creek, iarge quantities of 
'float' mineral appeara, and the greater part 
of it is sinnlar to the ore found in some of 
the located olaims— but thoro is alao diiFer- 
ent ore, which shows thut there are yet 
other leads to be discovered, 

" The leads have well-defined, smooth 
walla, the dip is always steep, and in some 
oasea nearly perpendicular. The country 
rock is metamorphio, and extends for a 
width of about six miles ; it is overlaid 
successively by trap, limestone and 
granite. 

"The veins of ore vary from thirteen 
inches to four feet in width with stringers 
of aniallor size, but all of them contain 
mineral scattered thickly chroughout them 
in iho form of sulphidea, with, in aomo 
Ciaea, free gold on tho foot wall produced 
by the oxi<lution of iron pyritea. Tho veins 
are bunded and the bunda are formed of 
various kinds oi (juartz, with thin atreuks of 
solid iron pyritea, but tho latter metal ia 
thickly Bcattered throughout tho whole of 
them. The gold ia found in tho iron 
pyrites, and iu one vein, fiiur feet six inches 
wide, there aro five baiiils, und the gold in 
tho bands varies from J.jO to $2,000 to tho 
ton. Thia is tho only vein which haa been 
opened. In the country rock (Motomor- 
phic) which forma the \vulla, ihero ia iron 
pyritea thickly acattcred throughout, svliich 
ia a favorable indication. 

" In the vein which haa been opened tho 
following minerala aro found, all in the form 
of sulphidea : Cold (in tno iron pyrites), 
ailvcr in galena, copper, iron, arsenic, and a 
very small quantity of antimony. 

" The auriferoui belt appears to be six 
miles wide, and to lie between China and 
Hiwatohes creeks, extending in length as 
far as yet prospected, from Sproat's lake to 
tho head of China creek — about 30 miles — 
but ro doubt thia will be considerably ex- 
tended by further proepeoting, and I should 
strongly udviao proapeo'ora to take that lino 
of country for their explorationa. 

"Placer mining haa been carried on for 
many years by Chinamen, both in tho China 
aod also in Hiwatchea creek. In tho former 
very fine gold is taken out, but in the latter 
it ia couraer, but still fine. Thia tallies 
with tho aaaaya of the iron pyritea found in 
the vein, and which ia moatly in amall 
cryatala, ao that tho gold when act free by 
oxidation would necessarily bo fine. There 
ia no i(ue8tion that the country in tho neigh- 
borhood of Alberni is highly mineralized, 
and, conpirlering thi' formation in which the 
gold ia found, it olfL-ra a very favorable field 
for the proapcc'or. 

" Alberni posHefaea great natural udvun- 
tagea — a magiiilicent harbor, enormous 
water power almoat, in tho heart of iho 
towD, a very large area of rich agricultural 
land, a climate favorublo to ngricnlture, 
inimenso tracts of valuable timler, and, 
probably, great mineral wealth in tho im- 
mediate neighborhood. I found tho pre- 
sent population of about two hundred kept 
in order by one constable, and they are so 
peaceable that his position isalmostasinecure. 
My viait was one of great Interest, aud I 
hope to repeat it at some future time. A 
largo number of claims have already been 
recorded, and prospectors are continuing to

Charsred With Haviii£r Stoleu

Aud Which Ho Alleges He Has Paid 
For ia Good Honest 
Coin. 

'A. "muchly mixed," and, at the same 
time, decidedly intoreating case ia that of 
Edward Currier, which opened in the city 
Poiico court yesterday morning and waa 
continued until to-day.

Mr. Loewen 
wore the ring for a few days, and then, it is 
asserted, put it in the pocket of the 
trousers ho waa wearing at the time, and 
which, a f>'w days later, he sent to Ramos 
'S: Son, oE Uiiontal alley, to be cleaned and 
pressed. 

Ho missed the diiimond ring a day or so 
later, and went in huato to the sliop on 
Oriental alley, wliero lio spoUo to Mr. 
Riiiioa, jr., aud received the hssuronco that 
the gem had not made its appciirance there. 

The next diiy, or the next, this sumo Mr. 
Ranioa, in swoepicg out the shop, wmb hicky 
enough to find an unset dianioiul of about 
tho same sizn and general appearance as (lie 
atone in the ring tluit was lost. Ho showed 
it to a friend named Walhici', who, after a 
critical examination, tokl hini that it was a 
genuine atone, and wortli f.'iO at least. 
When asked what ho would give for it, 
Wulhico came down to S'M, and said he 
would bring a friend to look at the • Btono 
before purchusini;. This friend, according 
to Ramos' story, waa Currier. 

The two, 80 the complainant proceeds, 
camo to hia shop and ho produced the 
diamond for inspection, wrapped up in a 
small piece of paper. It passed from the 
one to tho other, and Currier finally said 
he was satisfied aud would give $.30. He 
went out to get tlie money, and as lie did 
not return immediately, Wallace handed 
back the precious little paokage, with tho 
advice to Ramos to put it ib his pocket 
nntil Currier oanie back. Then he too left 
the shop. 

The next time Bamos looked at his dia- 
mond be was surprised to find that it hud 
cbaDged|to a homely b'\*' of glass — of about the 
same size and shape, but dull and lustreless. 

On Sunday last, Ramos chanced to drop 
into a billiard room where (Jurrior was en- 
joying a game, and noticed a handsome dia- 
mond upon hie finger. Currier, tho com- 
plainant proceeds, saw that he was watched, 
and put his hand in his pocket. When he 
withdrew it a moment later the ring waa 
gone. 

This is tho story as told by Ramos. On 
the other hand Currier claims that tho siUo 
waa completed and the $'M paid to Ramos 
for the stone, which Mr. I'ennocU was em- 
ployed to "sot."

Investiffatiu!? the Advautafjes Ollered 
for Settlement in British Columbia 
and the Northwest. 



Delighted With the Coast Climate - 
They Will Visit Various Parts 
of the Province- 



It was at tho instigation of Sir Charles 
Tupper that the British farmer delegates, 
whose arrival was noted in Sunday's issue, 
camo to visit tho Northwest, and the trip ia 
being made under tho auspices of the Cana- 
dian Oovernniont, tho party being piloted 
by oiiicials from tho land oliice at Winni- 
peg. A CoLo.vi.ST representative had a chat 
at the Driard with J. L. Franklin, of 
Norths, Eng., who ia regardtd aa tho spokes- 
man of the party, and being a well informed 
gentleman, given to close observation, any 
opinion he expresses will, no doubt, carry 
great weight. 

"There were thirteen members in our 
party originally," be said, " but at Winni- 
peg wo divided, as a smaller number could 
gel about more conveniently. Seven of us 
followed the line of the C.P.B. ont to the 
Coast, and the ether six went to the more 
northern country, by Prince Albert, Battle- 
ford and Edmonton. We will go back that 
way, and they will return tho way 
we came, so that each party will see 
both parte of the country. We were better 
pleased with tho land in the neighborhood 
of Calgary than with what wo saw in Mani- 
toba, l)ut wo did not liku the plan so largely 
followed in tho Northwe.it of depi-nuing 
entirely upon wheat. That ia not farming' ; 
any clerk could pick up in a fi'.w inotitiiH 
tho knowli'dge necessary for such an occu- 
pation. Tho country is well adapted fur 
mixed f.irinii)g, which ought to bo enciiuruj,' 
ed. So far na we have been wo liuvo found 
tho country aa represented — oneof great prom- 
ise, and our re|)ort will no duuhl be to that 
elfect. Thia report will be piinlcd and cir- 
culated from t!io Canadian Coveiiiinent 
ollice in London. 

" We did not intend to spend uiiy time in 
British (>'olumbia except that necea.inry to 
view tho marvellous scenery en roule to the 
coast, but the rcpreai;ntati(inH of stniu; of the 
public men whom wo mvX at New West- 
minster, whero we attended tho fair, induc- 
ed us to change our plans, and wo will spend 
a few duya seeing the frirming lauds, par- 
ticularly in the neighborhood ot Chilliwuck. 

"it aeemg to me that this Province, and 
especially Victoria and other Coast cities, 
has a very groat advantage in point of cli- 
mate, which is, as we have been told, very 
much like the climate of the South of Eng- 
land. Wo drove about Victorid to-day, 
and siiw tho sights pretty well. In the 
morning (Monday) wo go by train to Na- 
naimo to see the coal mines. From there 
we cross tn Vuncuuvrr. 

"It is not the in'c-nlion of any of our 
party to remove to Canada, for wo are all 
fortunately well established in our own 
country. \Yu can, howex'cr, recommend 
those of our neighbors who wish to make a 
change to try their fortunes in the Canadian 
Northwest or British Columbia. 

Nan'AIMO, Oct. 2. — (Special)-— The British 
farm lielegatea arrived hero this livening by 
special train, and after visiting Wellington 
were entertained by Mayor llaalain and 
other prominent citizens al a banipiet in tho 
Windsor hotel.

Sunday morning saw throe moro of tho 
Victoria aeiiling lUet returned to harbor, each 
having below her decks suliicieut sealskins 
to pay for her season's operations, Tho new 
arrivals are the veteran Mary Ellen, one of 
t he pioneers of the sealing indnstry, the 
Otto and the Annie E. Paint. As usual, the 
Mary Ellen came through tho season with- 
out tho loss of a rope; she secured but 
twenty short of '2,000 skins and waa able to 
lend boats, spars and provisions to other 
less fortunate schooners spoken during the 
season. Lato in August, tho Mary Ellen 
fell in with tlio achooner Maud S., which at 
that time had 90U odd skins; Captain Mc- 
Kiel said nothing in regard to any enooun- 
ter with the Russians, but procured from 
the Elleu provisions for another month, 
which he proposed spending in the Copper 
Island neighborhood. On tho day of her de- 
parture for home, tho Mary Ellen 
was hoarded by oflicers of tho Russian 
cruiser Zabiaka, wliich ran alongside, and 
trom them received tho news that tho San 
Francisco schooner Roaio Sparks had been 
overhauled within the prohibitive zone and 
her papers confiscated. The captain of the 
sealer protested that ho was a citizen of the 
United Stales and not bound by any agree- 
ment which Great Britain and the Russian 
Government might see fit to make. His 
argument was answered with the threat 
that if he lingered in the neighborhood to 
discuss the point his vessel would be blown 
out of the water. Under the oiroumstances 
he made all sail for home, where he will 
probably lay the facts before tho authori- 
ties at Washington without delay. 'Ihe 
Annie E. Paint reports 1,100 akian, and 
contradicts tho report received some time 
ago that she had fallen foul of the Russians. 
The nearest approrch to it was when tho 
AinoUa waa seized. Tho Paint was also in 
toward the islands, having been driven 
there by storm, and while the Russians were 
interviewing tho Ainoka the Paint managed 
to escape in a friendly fog. Tho Otto 
brings l.O.'iO skins, and no news of especial 
importance. 

A I.O.SCI AND HARD VOYAaE. 

Tho British bark Formosa, Cuptain 
Willium Kain. arrived on Sunday morning, 
197 daya from Liverpool, with general cargo 
for R. P. Rithot &, Co,, Ltd.. whtch will be 
discharged immediately. Tho ship had an 
exceptionally severe passage, being exposed 
to the full fury of violent storms off tho 
Straits of Magellan, and only being brought 
through by specially good seamanship. It 
is not yet known how the cargo fared, or 
whether or not the ship will be obliged to 
dock for repairs.

The United Stulna Senate ia testing itH 
capacity for cl)3trucling legislation. It ia 
getting to ba pretty clear now that ita 
powers in that direction are illimitable. 
Many patriotic Americana are disgusted 
with the apectiiele which the Senate ia pre- 
senting. There was a time, luid that not 
very long pnat, when tho Americans were 
proud of their Senate. They considered it 
the ablest, the purest and the moat efToctive 
legislative body in existence. But it has not 
maintained its high oharactor. It has 
greatly degenerated of late years. United 
States citi/. 'na are now comparing it with 
the British House of Lords, and that not by 
any means favorably. This la what the 
New York Times says abouTi such coin- 
parisona : 

Those who are comporing our Senate aa 
an obstructive body to the Britiah House of 
Lords should remember that, while the 
House of Lorda now and then gets in the 
way of legislation passed by tho House li 
Ciimmons, it has never allowed its own 
action to be blocked by a minority of its 
own members. If tho Senate were to defeat 
tlie repeal bill, it would make itself unpopu 
lar, but would not lose its "dignity." It 
has been permitting the minority to prevent 
ir from coming lo any action on the bill. 
The House of Lords never does that sort of 
thing. ' 

AA'OiVrMITY. 

.\1 Z )la, who has attained a bad eminence 
among LVench novelists, has, atmnge to soy, 
been well received in England. People who 
would not allow one of ZjU's novels on any 
consideration inside their houaea, have gone 
to see and hear their author. He attended, 
of cour.io by invitation, a meeting of the In- 
KiiMUe of 1 Durnaliaia and delivered before it 
an lulchfss on " Anonymity in Jonrnalism. " 
Zol%, though a Frenchman, does not believe 
in signed articles. He is of opinion that tho 
writing for tho newspaper press should be 
anonymous. It ia to its anonymity princi- 
pally that he attributes tho iutluenco and 
thL- reapectability of the British newspaper 
press. Permitting the writers of newspaper 
artlclea to sign their names to them M. Zola 
contended hud destroyed the authority of 
the press in Franco, and had completed 
tliH destruction of parties. The system, 
according to him, had aUo caused the proas 
of Ffiuc o to bi;ci)iiie corrupt, and hud made 
tiie personal element in jourgaliam unpleas- 
antly and dangerously prominent. He said 
that probably anonymity ^Srould restore 
honesty and disinterestedness to the French 
preaa, but hia tone did not appear to be at 
all hcjieful. 

There are people in llreat Britain and 
Canada who believe that writcra of editorial 
aitioles should be compelled to sign their 
names to their productions. They aro of 
opicioa that mmy good resulta would follow 
tho introduction of that aystcm. i5ut the 
abandonment of anonymity haa not made 
the prcKB of France either iiure or putriotlc, 
as M. Zola testilioa and tho Panama triala 
proved, and it is not likely that it will pro- 
duce different oonaequences in Hngliah-apeaU- 
ing countries. 

NOT MOIUUDLY HICNSITIVE. 

I'rofcBRor Goldwin Smith, in his latest 
work, "Tho United States, an Outline of 
Political Iliatory," ajieaka of some of tho 
heroes of the American Revolution in terms 
not exactly complimentary. It might be 
auppoaed that the Americana, who aro taught 
from childhood to regard these men as being 
everything that is noble und patriotic and 
high minded, would resent those idols of 
theirs being treated us ordinary mortals, 
having their full share of human wcuk- 
nesaes, follies and vices. Bat, singular to 
say, they do not. Sensible men among 
them speak in high terms of Mr. Smith'a 
book, and appear to think thut> ho has done 
tho Aniericiin people a sorvico hy lioiioatly 
endeavoring to depict their great men 
OTdctly as they wore. A few shallow dema- 
gogues, think/og that the ordinary Ameri- 
can ciliiien will be displeased to see the 
idols . of tho nation ' taken from their 
^pedestals, no matter how gently and how 
^oaastly the work is done, abuse both Mr. 
Smith and hia book roundly. They evident- 



THE GREAT YACHT RACE. 

The great yacht race between England 
and the United Statea comea oil' on Thura- 
day, wind and weather permitting. Eng- 
land is repreaented by tho Vulkyrio and tho 
United States by the Vigilant. Tlie trial, 
like many that have gone before il, ia uho 
between keel boat and centre-board— the 
Kngliah keeping lo tho keel and the Ameri- 
cana preferring tho centro-bourd. The Val- 
kyrie is on the whole regarded aa tho best 
of the Britiah yachts and the Vigilant has 
been chosen, after trial for her apeed and 
other sailing qualitiea. Tho pri/.o ia the 
America'a Cup. Thia cup was lirai won for 
thu United Stales by the Aiiu'rica, ami the 
Yankees havo kept it for f irty-two yeara. 
During that time acme of the fastest Eug- 
liah yaohta hitve raced for the oup und have 
been beaten. Among these were the tlmn- 
brla, Livonia, Atalanta, Countess of Diif- 
forio, Ooneala, Galatea and Thinile. Il i 
Di-elty generally admitted ih,it iliia famona 
cup now represents the yachting aupi-emauy 
of the world. Tho Ainericaus/aay that they 
owe tho whole of their splendid develop- 
ment in niai iue architecture to the contests 
tor the America'a oup 

The "event" ia therefore no common one, 
and great, intereat ia taken in it on both 
sidea of the Atlantic, and that not in sport- 
ing eirolea only. Too intelligent public of 
all English-speaking countriej, at any rate, 
are awaiting the result of the race with the 
keenest interest. The contest ia to be a 
Bomewhat elaborate one, as it ia arranged 
ao us to bo a fair test of tho sailing iiuuliiicb 
of tho vcsjoIs under aUnoat all coudiiiona. 

" Tho match is to bo decided by three out 
of five races. Starting from Sandy^ook 
lightship, the first race to windward or tecv 
ward and return; second race, equilateral 
triungle, one side; the third race sin.ilur to 
tho first race; fourth race similar lo tho 
second race. Tho touisea uro to bo i^g 
nearly as possible thirty n'lutiual miha in 
length. The first race was fixed for Thurs- 
day, the 5tb, subject to change by mutual 
agreement. Other races shall follow the 
date of the first race with the interval of one 
day. The dates of tho time of atari ing 
postponed races s'lall be settled by mutual 
agreement." It ia not likely that the raci 
will be finiahed in less than threo weeks, so 
much depending on the state of the 
weather.

AN OBJECTION MET. 

The London Times notices the threats 
which Mr. Gladstone's snpporters have 
made to be revenged on the House of Lords 
for having executed juatico on tho Home 
Kule Bill. It docs not seem to attach much 
importance to their brave words, for it 
knows that they will have, sooner or later, 
to give an account to electors who approve 
what the Lords have done. It, however, 
attacks some of what they evidently regard 
as their strongest positions. This is what 
it says about one of them : 

It is ridiculous to maintain that the 
Reuse of Lords has no right * to force a 
dissolution.' Mr. Gladstone is under no 
obligation to dissolve Parliament on an ad 
verse vote of the Upper Houac, but by that 
expedient only can he overcome, with- 
out revolution, the deliberate resistance 
of un independent branch of the 
Legislature. The Constitution, iiccordlii.; 
to modern uaage, iIolh not compel 
a Mliiialer to ehooBO betui'en re:)ignatioti 
,U)ii a ih.-aiilutjoM when tin- IlouHeot 1> ini.i 
haa pronounced agaiiint him on a vital i|Ues- 
tiim of policy, hut beyond this there la no 
>-ei t.leii rule. If thu pirly in power aro 
determined lo eariy a mi a-uro agiiuHt thu 
will of the lIoUMu of L'^rds", they muat 
>omo way, bring hiine to the I'eera I Im c 
viotion that the nai i'^nul will hna d eided 
against them. In ISIil and in ISIj.S thia 
conviction waa elfectud hy a deelnration of 
public opinion recorded at i he pcjlln, which 
tho moat ohbtinato opponenta of I'arlia 
inentary reform and of the (lia( atal)llaliment 
of the Iriah Church were unable to contest 
No anch evidence is forthcoming in thu 
preacnt case to induce thu innnenao majority 
of tho Peers to waive that right of suapeusivo 
veto which independent critics have recog- 
nized asa working factor in ourconstitutional 
system. Mr. fiagebot, who was by no 
mcnna inclined to exaggerate the authority 
of tho Upper Chamber under modern con 
ditiona, defined " the ruling but aneoactec 
cuBtotn " in a simple phrase which precisely 
describes what is not the case at the present 
motnout. "Tho House of Lords must 
yield," ho wrote, " whenever tho opinion of 
the House of Commona ia alao tho opinion of 
the nation, and when it ia clear that the 
nation hua made up its mind." That thia is 
not ao now, ia evident from tho roluctuoco of 
tho Gladatoniana to uettlo tho controvorny by 
appealing to tho con'ititueiiciet), and from 
tho avowal of tho party wit epiillora that tho 
Homo Rule hill, for wiiich a national man 
date ia claimed, niuat bo put aaido for tho 
moment, in order that, if poasiblo, a (juarrol 
with tho Peers may bn nianufuoturcd on 
some question nnpalataliio to tho elec 
tors. Thus they shrink from uaing 
the power of diahohition, wdiich 
atatcamau frequently cited ua an authority 
hy tho Uludatonians— Sir Charloa (lavun 
I)i,ffy — haa justly deacrihed aa tho "moat 
popular of all tho prerogativea of tho Crown, 
which can never bo exer ibcd except for tho 
benefit of the people, because it mukcs them 
the arbiter of the dispute." Wo have no 
doubt whatever but tho people understand 
this perfectly' welt, and that they rate at its 
\rae value the preposterous assertion of Mr.

ScKi ELS' i:it, who arrived 
from the Mainland Saturday night, waa at 
one timi! an agent of the U. .S. (iovernment 
on the Pribykill islaiuhi, his busineaa being 
to see that the Alaaka Fur company, who 
had the lease of the aealing privileges there, 
complied with the regulations aa to the 
number and kind of teals killed. It is, 
however, eight years sines he loft that ser- 
vice, which ho found inexpressibly lone- 
acme. General Scribner was in command 
of a division of the army of the Cumber 
land during the war, and passed through 
aevere fightiug. He ia a companion of the 
Loyal Legion, and wears the decoration of 
the order. The General, who ia at the 
Hotel Victoria, will apend a few daya in 
thia oity. 

The looal ofiiccs of the Inland Revenue 
department were visited yesterday by Coni- 
misaioner Eiward Miall, who ia hero from 
Ottawa for the first time in about aix yeara. 
He found everything in good order, and ox- 
pressea himself aa well satisfied with the 
result of hia inspection, which will be con- 
tinued to- lay, as he does not leave on hia 
return trip until to morrow morning. On

The regular mooting of tho City Council 
waa hold last evening. Mayor Beaven iu tho 
chair, and all the members present except 
Aid. Rob^tson. 

The Mayor introduced a by-law to amend 
tho Local Iinprovcmont by-law, so aa to pro- 
vide chat tho latter should apply only to 
aeworugo works, extending stroeta and 
paving, leaving other minor works to be 
provided for out of the general revenuo. 

AliD. MuNN opposed tho propoaed amend- 
ment bocauao there was no general revenuo 
to provide for any of tho works necessary in 
many portions of the city. He granted that 
it waa a barilabip to many parts of the city 
which bad contributed Lowarda improving 
other parts now well provided for, to bo 
told that they alunihl now pay tho whole 
cost of improvemouta iu their locality, but 
the a>ate of thu city finanoca aeemed to 
make tbia a necessity. 

Ai.l). llKl.vivV thought that mere local 
and leiiiporary worka ahould not be included 
ill the local improvement ayatciii, but every- 
thing of a permanent nature ahould be paid 
for by the people luneliied. lie approved 
of the pi inciiile of the aineudiiiente propoaed, 
and had no doubt that any defects in the 
details could be remedied in couiiiiittee. 
He fell that tho city had cither to atay 
where it ia now, in the matter of improve- 
inent.s, or else inereaao tho taxation. The 
trouble with tho local improvement by-law 
was the expenas of ajiplying it to small 
woika. 

Al.ii lIl'-SDElt-SOS wished to exempt 
widening of stieets iilao Irom tlu! operation 
of the by-law, as there were many atreet.i 
which needed widening or atraighteuing for 
tho convenience of the whole city, and not 
only of the ownera in the immediate locality. 

I'liK Mayor pointed out than auoh cases 
were exempted under the law at preaent ex- 
i-ting. 

Ai.i> Styles oonaidered it would be bet- 
ter to abandon the local improvement by- 
law altogether. He would vote for tho 
Mayor's amendment aa a step in the right 
direction. 

Ai.D Mdhn thonght there was nothing in 
the local improvement by-law to make tho 
people realize tho coat of improvements 
thi^y desired, and that they could have no- 
thing without paying for it. He thought 
the propoaed amendment would not bo iu 
tho right direction, but rather a step back- 
ward, and the Council ahould rather make 
the local iinproveinent by-law workable, in- 
stead of abandoning it. 

Ali> BiiAuo agreed with the previous 
speakera, and supported the Mayor's amend- 
nienta. 

TllK Mayou said no doubt tlio local im- 
provement waa the correct aystom, hut to 
enforce it now, when a great part of the city 
had been provided for at the general ex- 
pense, was no doubt a hardship to the rest. 

Ald. McKii.i.lc.v.s' pointed out that it, was 
a mistake to suppose that tho newer portions 
of tho oity would bo tho greatest fiuflerers 
from tho operation of tho by-law. They had 
only been in the oity a year or two, and had 
only paid taxes for that time. Tho real suf- 
ferers, if there were any, would be the cen- 
tral parts of the city which had not been 
fully improved. 

After some discussion as to details, the 
by-law waa agreed to. 

A by-law to amend the Streets by-law, 
so as to give the Council power to do, under 
that by-law, the worka juat freed from the 
local improvement aystem, waa then oonaid- 
ered and agreed to. 

Several reporta from the Finanoe com- 
mitteo were read and adopted. With 
respect to the outlay on the Oawego atreet 
drain. Aid. Belyoa aaid, in answer to Aid. 
liragg, that the die for the pipe sections 
reijuired had now arrived, and the woik 
would not be further delayed. 

Thi committee ou the Home for the Aged 
and lulirni recommended the re adiniasioii of 
George Connors, who had left a abort time 
ago (>l bis own accord ; alao tho admission 
• f Hugh Mc'Konzie. Agreed to. 

SEWER INSPECTOR APPOINTED. 

The Sewerage committee reported having 
appointed J. E. Thomas as superintendent 
of the Work eatato drain construction ; alao 
ill favor of sertain work in connection with 
the View atreet drain and branches. 

Ai.D Bakeu criticised the way in which 
the Sewerage committee had managed tho 
matter. 

Ai.D Rklyka defended tho committee, 

aiidremarliid that Aid. I! iker'a presump- 
tion exceeda liis total diare;^ard of anything 
like fairn- sa when speaking of aiiytliiiig in 
caiinection wiih the sewerage committee. 

Al.u .Stvm's hoped that the coiniiiiltce 
would tind it. possible to do aomething to 
abate the nuisance of the Johnson street 
ravine. 

A 1. 11. PiAKi K protested that tbia report 
.should have been brought in in advance of 
the motion (f which he bad giveri lu tiee, 
calling for a ballot on the appointment 
which would he m ulii by the ado[)li(in of 
thia report. He also protested that the 
Mayor and Council were not dealing fairly 
with his ward, in leaving it unrepresented 
on the sewerngo cominittce, as well as on 
the streets and the parks committees. 

The MAVoiisaid this oominittoo report 
certainly did supersede the motion of which 
Aid. Biker had given notice, but be did not 
see exactly what he could do in the matter. 

Ald. BRAtiQ called the Mayor's attention 
to the maiter of ward representation, 
whiuh Aid. Biker had mentioned. He did 
not think it fair that the North ward 
should not have a member on these commit- 
tees. Aa for tho person recommended, he 
must say he was satisfied, as a bricklayer 
had got the appointment. 

Tiik MAVOii aaid bo had not referred to 
tho matter before bicauae it was ao foreign 
to tho subject that be did not wish to take 
up tho time of tho Council with it. If tho 
North ward had no representative on the 
committeea named, ho did not think he waa 
to blame. Aid. liakor bad been a iiiembor of 
thoBO committees and had removed himself, 
and thorc the matter stood. Aa i> matter nf 
fact, it waa not compulsory to have a mem- 
ber from l aoh ward on ovory committee. 

Ald. Bakkii again urged that hia motion 
ahould now bo given procedonco, 

TiiK Mayoii said all tho alderman had to 
do was to move an amendment if ho wished 
the Council to vote on hia motion. 

Ald. Baki'.h refused bo make o.ny amend- 
ment. Ho had nothing against tho man 
named by tho committee, and would aimpty 
not vote on the motion to adopt tho report. 

The motion waa carried unanimoualy, 
Aid. Baker having left hia seat for the time 
being and not voting. 

The Mayor— -'Do yon wiahme to put thia 
motion now. Aid. Baker?" 

Ald. Baker— "No; since you hare been 
■0 kind you oan put that oiotioa in the 



waato paper basket." He proceeded to 
state his opinion that the busineaa had not 
been taken ap in the fair order. 

NO llE-DIVISION Of WARDS. 

Ald. BitAtiti's motion for tho re-division 
of the city into four wards, with two repre- 
sentatives from each, was then taken up. 
The mover spoke in aupport of his schemp, 
which ho held waa called f ir in justice to 
tho North ward. He adtod an expreaaion 
of opinion on the subject. 

Ai,i). Bhi.yka waa strongly of opinion 
that in place of having a (jioator nuniiier of 
wards tho wards ahould ba aboliahod ulto- 
yetlier, and no one come to this Council 
who could not get elected by tho city aa a 
whole. He thought it a peculiar thing tliiU, 
no matter what aubject came up, aoiiio re- 
presentative of the North Ward waa sure 
to allege that the iiroposition v/iia not lair 
to the Nor h Ward. Ho would vote ugainiiG 
tho introduction of tbia by-law. lu the 
oity of .St. John, two weeka ago, tho (juea- 
tion was put tn tho people, with tho result 
that out of 4,000 votea oaat 3,G0Q went far 
city re-presentation aa againat ward repre- 
aentation. 

The Mayor pointed out that tho votora' 
lisla wore now being made out on the basis 
of tho present wards, and it svould bo vory 
awkward to make any change now. Aa to 
abolishing the wards now ho did not know 
that the Council had power to do ao. 

Ald. Mumn held that no good reaaon had 
lieen given for tlie change proposed by Aid. 
Bragg. 

Ald. Baker said the North ward covered 
more area and had more real estate ratepay- 
ers than the other two oombined. The 
North Ward had reaaon to complain of un- 
fair trealinont, and anyone eliie in their 
pcsiiion would feel juat as bitter - 3 did Aid. 
liragg and himself. 

Ai.i) Stvi.k.s expressed himaelf as oppoaed 
to any change iu the matter of wurda 
Whatever injustice waa sull'-red now waa 
just aa likely to happen under any other 
system, jiariicularly if lln^ wards were done 
awav with altogether. He thought, how- 
ever, that the Centre ward should be iMiule 
larger by taking n piece on each bide from 
the N'orih and .South wards. 

The motion to grant leave to introdOco 
the by-law waa loat, only Aid. Baker and 
Kr.igg voting yea. 

NAVAL DK]MONSTUATION. 

Al.i). Mi N.N drew allentioii to the propo- 
sition made in tho public press, tint ihe 
Admiral might organizo a naval demoiistra- 
tion, for the gratiticatiou of thecitizona of 
Victoria, if rKjuested to do ao from the 
proper quarter. He asked the .Mayor 
whether he bad considered the matter, and 
whether it would be well to pasa a reaolu- 
tion of the Council. 

Tiik Mayou said ho had not yet had an 
opportunity of apeaking to the Admiral oo 
tho subject, and lie thought it would ba bet- 
ter to have no resolution until the viewa of 
tho Admiral were ascertained. 

The Council adj turned at 10:45.

Grave Fears Eufertained for llie 
Safety of a Victorian aud 
I Ills Conipauiou. 

Each Succoetlins: Discnvery Stroiifjth- 
euH tlio Bidief That 'I'liey 
ilavo B' en Drowiietl. 

Lighlkoopor Daykin haa enliated tho ser- 
vices of all the Indiana in the neighborhood 
of Carmanivh Point, and they are now 
vigorously prosecuting a search for Mr. 
Ted. Daykin and Mr. K. 1^. Macnaughton, 
who, it ia feared, haa been drowned near 
the mouth of tlio Nitini.t river. Theie :a 
still a reasonable hope that tho young men 
are in the fiaah and well, and it ia hoped 
that to-day will Wing some such aaauraLce 
to tho anxious ones. 

The loat onea started out several day ago- 
in ono of tho liglithouso boats, intending to 
fcpjud a little time dshiug and prospect^ing 
up the river. They uro said to have been 
soon descending the river on Saturday by 
Indiana camped near the outlet, though it is 
quite possible that what they saw waa the 
unoccupied boat, drifting out with the 
current. 

Xut long after the boat waa picked up in- 
side tho river, with riile, tent, blankets and 
bags of spcoimcna all iu place, but the oars 
and tho yojng men gone. Their conclusion 
waa that they had been swept out by a 
bleaker, though if huoli h'ls been ibe case it 
aeems strange that tho^inovablo articles in 
the boat ahould not alao have been carried 
away. 

The boat certainly had not capaized, 
thinigb it waa full of water to the tbivaria 
ivlien recovi rcil, for had it been overturned 
the rillea and lugs of speci.iiens woul l have 
been lost. Ag-iiti it ia highly lm|)robable 
lb it a boat having once got outside the 
Natiiiat river could have diifled b.ick, to b.i 
picked up at the iiiouih twelve hoiira later. 

" Anotlier strani;e I li ing," says Mr. D.iy- 
kin, "is that ihe lodians give very coi.llict- 
iog reporta aa to the cnirem., one a,iyiiig 
that at li p m. it waa running out slow ly, 
wdieras, at li p.m. last night ( Sunday ), when 
I waa there, it was runniiiL' in strong. 
Again, Capt. Joe aaya when he picUi d up 
the boat, at, (i a m , the river waa running 
out; but at U iliia morning it was running 
in strong. 

"While I have no proof they are drowned 
I feel so auro of it that I give up all hopes 
of ever seeing my boy ag iin. I have In- 
dians patrolling thu beach on both sides, 
and also searching the lake. At 5 o'clock 
Mr. Robinson called mo up and said the In- 
dians had picked up oue of the oara three 
miles east of Nitinat, while he picked up 
another halt way to Clayoose from hero. 
That would make it about five miles east of 
Nitinat, 80 you can see what little bone 
there iaof 'heir being alive." 

Mr. Thomas Daykin, who haa been in 
Victoria for aeverul diya paat, will go down 
on the Quadra to-day to join in the eearoh, 
and will communicate any intt^lligeoce ob- 
tained of the lost onea to Mra. M^naughton, 
who is a reaident of this city.

The van with 
tho provisioM jjrecedes tho carriages by 
about 100 yards, and the carriages fol- 
low as though going to a funeral, but 
tho bright costumes and parasols, hats 
luul fanciful wraps and fluttering rib- 
bons, mako it appear a very lively "in- 
terment."

of Bligny out of courtesy, and much to 
every one's surjjriso ho wont, not in tho 
procession, but (luietly in his own car- 
riage, meeting the party on tho grounds, 
which were aljout six miles from tho 
shore, and he insisted on paying his ex- 
penses.

Tliere were several 
Americans there, and it must bo admit- 
ted that they '-dearly love a lord." ()no 
was in absolute despair because she 
thought a rough and ready costume the 
best for a picnic. The young duchess 
wore a regular watteau costume of pink 
taffeta, with an overdress of jialo blue 
foulard with pink and green figures on 
it. Her slippers had high red heels, and 
she wore a pink plume in her hair. 

Tho sly little woman had worn a sur- 
tout I if gray alpaca so that no ono had 
even guessed her costume until she took 
off her big hat, of which the pink feather 
had seemed a part, and unbuttoned the 
snrtout and stepped forth in that bo- 
witching gown. The rough and reaily 
American nearly died of vexatioi). Tiie 
pretty duchess looked like a ])icture just 
come to life. She is pretty anyhow and 
generally affects the pictures(iue. Ono 
day she wore a gown of black lace over 
red velvet, and another day she wore a 
pink silk muslin vnth 80 fionuces of 
white, buttonholed on the edges with 
silver thread. But not everj' one can 
afford such toilets. 

I was told that there would be quite a 
revival of watteau costumes this season 
for high teas and receptions — not sinqdy 
tlie watteau plaits down tho back, but 
tho whole design, with low panniers 
or loopings. The elbow sleeve will come 
in with thorn. The quaint printed silks 
of this season lend themselves admira- 
bly to the watteau styles. Tliere is a jiale 
blue and white striped peau do soio 
which has rows of tiny but most i)or- 
fect flowers printed on tho white stripes. 
The siuue design is carrinl cjut in lilac, 
lavender and pale l ose h at' pink, a shade 
tliat li.'is liri'U out several years. Tliis 
and peat-lililow sillc in rich i|ualities lire 
very delieate, Tliere are also se^veral 
lieaulif nl htj iiiiil sillcs v.-liei'i^ tlio darker 
stripe is nf ashes of roses, .'in exquisite 
tint. Tliese silks naturally are for home 
and evening wear. 

To reliirn to onr picnic. The brilliant 
and beautiful Countc'ss of JIartel, who 
writes so many novels, was there, and 
fho is always e.Kcpiisitely dressed, though 
a "literary person." Her gown was of 
(,'oldeii brown faille, drapt.'d and llounced 
with rare old Spanish lace. Tho drapery 
surrounded the shoulders and was drawn 
fichu fashion around tho bust and down 
to the hijis, where it formed a slight 
pannier, and tlu.'ii it cro:-sed to tho back 
and was li(!d loosely, tho cuds falling 
nearly to tho bottom of tho sldrt. Tho 
ends v/ero made double by sewing two 
widths of the lace together.

to dress. Tho dainty littlo I-'rinces.i do 
Sagan was also there and was handed 
to her place by the Marquis do Gerin, 
who is at Ais for his health. 

The princess wore a dress of gray silk 
warp henrietta and white serge. Tho 
skirt was cut with an elliptic flounce, 
and this had a band of white sorgo at 
the bottom, headed by a silver braid. At 
tho knees where it joined there was a 
band of Persian embroidery. The puffs 
to the sleeves were white serge, so was 
the vest, and the Eton .iackct had a band 
of the (>nibroidery, and so had sleeve«. 
The belt was of the same, held by a 
piaint silver buckle. She had a tri- 
eorno straw hat, gi'ay, with white and 
maizo rosettes of crape, and a wliito 
aigret in front. Tho Princo Talleyrand- 
Pcrigord de Sagan was also there and 
wore a white duck vest and a pleasant 
smile, besides a Princo Edward suit of 
drab tweed. The king of Greece wore a 
plain black frock coat suit and looked 
like a pleasant, studious man who 
smiled Jiiuch and said littlo. 

After and before the delicious open air 
dinner tho guests played the famous 
French scissors game and gros tete, and 
some of tho ladies blindfolded won h.and- 
sonie prizes by cutting a ribbon. There 
are ^0 or 150 ribbons .stretched from two 
poll's, and on each is a prize. The huly 
ia then blindfolded, and with a pair of 
scissors walks about ISO steps, after 
turning twice around, and cuts. If she 
reaches a ribbon and cuts it, she gets 
whatever was hung on it. Tho gi-os 
tete is a big jiapcr head, raid you throw 
sticks at it. Tlio one who hits it gets a 
prize, often a ridiculous thing. Men 
play at this mostly. These are inno- 
cent amusements and do not disarrange 
tho toilets iike tennis, which is not very 
mueli liked in France. The company 
sang to guitars and a lluto and walked 
about picking late flowers, and after a 
decorous tea, al fresco, returned to Aix- 
les-Bains without injury to ono toilet 
or temper. 

Yesterday two ladies had fall dresses 
sent tliem and naturally displayed them 
today ujioii tho plage. Ono was a soft 
cheviot, with diagonal weave. Tho color 
was a clear biscuit, mthtwo gray stripes 
between one broken lino of black. There 
were two gathered ruflles of the same. 
Tho belt was of black velvet, and so were 
thocollar and shoulder straps. Thesleeves 
were double puffs, and there were epau- 
lets of ecru lace. The poke hat was of 
ecru straw, with black velvet and pink 
roses. Tho i)ara.sol wa.s of bisctiit .surah, 
untrimmed. Tho written description of 
this exquisite dress does not convej- its 
neat and elegant appearance. 

Tho other dress was of corded cloth, 
somewlial like bedford cord, but in this 
the cord is up and down, with tho un- 
derlying surface of a different color. 
This was black and gc^l. Tho gold 
showed only in certain lights. Around 
the bottom there was a bond of plaid in 
black and bro\vn, with a thread of gold 
color on each stripe that made the ]daid. 
Tliere was a yoI;e of this plaid and a 
ripple bertha of tlio same, topped by a 
narrower ono of tho cloth.

T HAS always seemed to rae 
that a specially hot corner 
should be reserved in the iilaco 
that some people say doesn't 
exiHt for thoso who live by 
grinding the faces of tho poor. It is hard 
enough to ho jioor, God knows; to do 
without the thousand and one things 
that make the (lill'er(mco between coin- 
fort and misery, to seo loved ones pine 
and wither for want of tho necessities of 
life until tho machinery stops and falls 
apart and tho weary body is at rest. 

But it is not the work that I am com- 
plaining about, for work is right, is 
honest and should be a pleasure, but it 
should bo imid for, and paid for willing- 
ly, and the poorer the person is who has 
done tho work tlio greater ins or her 
claim for pay. Half th(> talk about the 
laziness of the poor and their unwilling- 
ness to work hard comes from two 
causes. Ono is that a halt starved man 
or woman c.mnot "ptit in a day" with 
the samo vim that a well fed one can, 
and another is that there is so litth^ en- 
couragement to work when the pay is so 
grudgingly given. Often even wljca a 
poor woman has toiled all day long clean- 
ing paint or washing or sewing she is 
put off and told that she should have 
her money next week. 

I have been brought in contact within 
the last few years with hundreds of wnin- 
en who had the same tale to tell. Thoy 
would wash, iron, scrub or sew until 
ready to drop with jiain and weariness, 
and when they went to colh^ct their lit- 
tlo earnings they were coolly told to 
wait till it suited their employera to 
pay. They would not realize, thoso re- 
fined ladies, that these few pennies or 
dollars meant food, fire, rent and per- 
haps medicine or burial. "It was such 
a small matter." 

For tlif se very trifles families have 
been put out on the sidewalk shelterless 
in the rain and sleet; others have gone 
three days without food or fire. Ono 
woman whom I know took homo a large 
washing which, with part pay on a pre- 
vious one, amounted to tivcr^^l, and tho 
"hilly of tho house" "was out," and tho 
poor woman went back to find the sher- 
ifl putting her things out on the side- 
walk, two of the children being sick 
with measles. Neighbors afterward 
gave them shelter for a few days, but 
these two children have nearly lost their 
eyesight. Now there is another baby 
This woman washed and scrubbed up to 
'the last (lay to keep these poor children 
and is still struggling. 

Another trouble with tho poor is that 
every lady takes it for granted that her 
own work is the only hard work the 
poor wash or scrub woman has to do, so 
that tliere ia always an awful effort to 
get a thorou^di cleaning. One poor wom 
an told me that i-hi' h.ated the word.' 
"thorough cleaning," for they always 
meant the hardest and most wearing and 
disagreeable toil for a dollar a day, and 
there was not one "lady" out of 500 who 
did not set all tie" old scrajis and dry 
crusts .saved up for a, week before her for 
her dinner. Then, too, many "ladies" 
try to reduce the amount of their pay by 
making them take (heir castoff garments 
and old shoes in jiart payment at least. 

Tho haggling over the scanty wages 
of the poor woman by the same "lady" 
that pays $3 to$5 for some cosmetic only 
worth about 10 cents, or somo other ex- 
travagant folly, is a criiue, and ono for 
which I think a inmishiiK^nt as hard as 
that he bears who kills another in the 
heat of passion should bo tho penalty. 
But if this wore to como true wo have 
not jirisons enough in tho land to hold 
the women who think thoy are douig a 
righteous action in grinding tho faces of 
tho poor and "scrimping" on the poor 
laborer's wages. 

The utter heartlessness and lack of 
common humanity of our "ladies" to- 
ward their help passes descriiiUon. Tliey 
will load the woman who comes in for a 
day's wa.sh1ng with enough work to kill 
a man, and then when the poor back 
aches and the limbs almost fail they will 
bring out perhaps a pair of blankets to 
"just run llirough before you go; it 
won't take ;i minute." 

!M(my persons would look upon a wom- 
an as a hardened crimin.al ;uid would 
luive sent her to jirison, leavin;; I lie live 
little chililreii she is toiling so liai'il to 
keep together to starve; or be Hcatli'red 
hero and there for pawning all the 
"wash" which sho had in her house for 
ono of these "economical ladies." The 
lady went off and left no money to pay 
for tho work wiion done, and the pooj 
mother, (k'sperate with her hungry chil- 
dren arouiiil her and her angry landlord 
tlircatening, pawned tho things for just 
the amount of her.bill. It required the 
hardest kind of work on tho part of sym- 
pathizing people to save her from tho 
wrath — the righteous androligious wrath 
—of tho owner of tho garments, who 
can thus find herself guiltless of Avrong 
when sho neglects or refuses to pay for 
honest work. 

It is no wonder that woinc'ii go down 
lo ])erdilion when other women fi^el that 
they aro doing a liioritorious action in 
"scrimning" tlioir femalo help. I may 
bo old lasbioned and fuulish, but I think 
that those who push ore more guilty than 
those who fall, Ouvb Habfbb.

BOMIUllUMENT OF RIO. 

Sara Bernhardt (Mvca Her I'ersoual Ki- 
perleuce of tlio Coutllct. 

Pauls, Oct. 12. — Sara Bernhardt, tho 
aotreas, who returned yeaterday to Paris 
from her tour of South Aoierioa, to-day 
described at length her experience at Bio 
de Janeiro daring the bombardment. She 
and her company, she said, aailed on the 
Frenob steamer Portugal from Bnenoa 
Ayres for Bordeaux. Thty left Montevideo 
on September 7 and arrived in the harbor 
of tho liruzilian capital on the morning of 
the first doy of the bombardment. The 
I'ortu^^al was ordered noc to land any paa- 
sengera, bur she lay in the harbor as far as 
posaildo from the rebel flriot for tour days. 
" I never iKtiire had auch an experience," 
said Bernhuiil. "It was a marked lime, a 
scene of a lifetime. I was on deck con- 
stantly (luiin„' the fir.sl two duya, not, goini,' 
below even to eat. In ilioae tivo daya, 1211 
•cannon hliotn w<'ro exch.uiged between Fert 
SantaCriii aud the ivambips. The display waa 
Bupeib, but nobody waa apparently shot to 
kill. Not one shot, as f ir aa I saw or 
heard, hit or hurt anything. It. seemed aa 
if they hud creaied a splendid spectacle to 
frighten each otlier and wore doing their 
beat to make llio gioateat possible noiae 
without injuring anybody." On tho morn- 
ing of tho '2;ird several of the pasaongera not 
permieaion from tho city to go uahore, al- 
though tho steamei'd captain had been 
ordered not, to laiirl pai-aongers. We r«- 
niainod in tho city 48 hours. We had ex- 
pected to Sad eveiythine upside down. It 
was quite otherwise. Nothing about the 
place; reminded me of what I supposed 
a besieged city would look like, 
business was goirg on as usual. 
In the afternoon tho lauioa were out driving 
And calling, as if nothing was happening, 
and in the evening tho places of amuiemont 
were as full aa ever. Duly in the afternoon 
of tho laat day did tho people seem to grow 
a little anxious, when there wore reporta of 
tho roinforeeinent of the rebel fleet and a 
more vigorous bombardment of tho city. 
Both in lauding and returning to tbe Por- 
tugal, wo were obliged to cross tho bay in 
small boats. Tho rebel wurshipa were firing 
intermittently, but; none of tlieir nhota 
Btruck near ua. IVoni what I heard, I 
gathered that the cxiating state of thinga 
could not last much longer. Probably it 
will end with tbe victory of Admiral Mello, 
and the surrender of the city to him."

Crews of the Warshljis Dcsortlns — Land 
Forces LoyiU to tho (iuverunient. 

London, Oct. 2. — Tho Brnzilian legation 
in this city to day fijrniahod the United 
Press with the following information re- 
ceived in diapatohes from the Governnieot 
of Rio do Janeiro, bearing date Octoher 1 : 
The insurgent squadron under Admiral 
Mello is atdl in tho bay of Rio do Janeiro 
with hia tigluing elemeuta weakened Mauy 
of the members of the crewa of the rebel 
warahipa are deserting duty.

Colouel Eaker Visits Alberiii and is 
Given a Very Warm 
Greeting. 

He Dlscusaea the Public Buildiuga, 
Fiuaucial, Labor aud 
Mining: Matters. 



A public meeting was held in the Court 
House on Saturday evening, the 30th ult. 
Mr. Fletcher, M.P. P. , took tho chair. As 

all in tho district were anxious to hear 
tho Minister of Mines speech the Court 
llouso waa full, nearly every settler being 
present. In a few worda Mr. Fletcher in- 
troduced Col. Baker and welcomed him to 
the district. The Colonel waa received with 
yreat applause. 

Ho said it give him mncli pleasure to bo 
there that evening, as ho bad no idea when 
he left Victoria that such a llourisliing set- 
tlement existed on the West Coast; he had 
jiibt rutui iied from the iiiine.i, and from 
uhiit he had seen there bo thouglit tluil Al- 
beriii waa on the eve of lieing a large gold 
producer. Cidiinel liakcr proceeded to de- 
tcrilid at length the geidogical formation of 
the ciiuutry, atid how the veins lie had seen 
were true tissore veins, and that tho work- 
ing of these minea would b.^ ot imtnenso ben- 
elit to the district, and to the agricutiural 
settler aa much us to anyono else, aa it would 
place at hia door a most profitable uiurket. 
Ho had tho mining intereatu of this pro- 
viuuo and thia district at heart,and said that 
he, and tho Government which he repre- 
seuted, would sptro no pains or let no 
opportunity pass to advance its interesta. 
(Applauae ) Closely allied to mining was 
tho question of bi-metalliam, and in a clear 
way, which was fully grasped by his 
audience, he laid that question before them. 
He said that when tbe time for the general 
election came there would, In all probability, 
bo some painters in the district, with paint 
to blacken the Government, and he would 
try and romovo before-band some of the 
diubs. (Applause.) He was sure that 
fault would be found with the Government 
for erecting new public buildings, and the 
Colonel proved to the satisfaction of every 
one that the buildinga would be provided at 
a very low yearly rental, and that thfy 
were absolutely essential. " U hy," ho 

iij, "we liavo actually to rent outside 
oliicea for our new Labor Bureau.'! 

Colonel Baker also went very fully iuto 
tho linancea of the Province, and saiiJ that 
they were never in such a good position aa 
at the present time, aud that the Minister 
of Finance deserved great credit. The 
(ioverument were able to burrow money ut 
a lower rate of interest than could have 
been done at any time previously. 
{.•Vpplause ) 

Tho labor (lueslion got a constderublo part 
of his attention, and, while ahowiug what 
the Government had done in the puat, he 
said that very much more was to be hoped 
for in the tuture from the Libor Bureau, 
fur which they hud passed an Act list sos- 
aion. 

In concluBioo, ho wished the people of 
Alberni every aucceaa in their mining, 
nianufaoturing and agricultural interests, 
aud hoped that they would work together 
for tbe general advancement.

The Australians generously concede 
the Philadelphians all possible praise and 
are unanimously of opinion that no better 
all-round game was ptft np against thom at 
any time during their stay in England, 

Tho game began thia morning with Aus- 
tralia at, bat in continuation of their lirsl 
innii)g«. wliich began Saturday, They had 
scored r_',") for a loss of four wickets, and 
as the n ealher and lield w ere both perfect 
a heavy score was auticipiited. Contrary to 
expectations, however, tho visitors proved 
eomp irativoly easy marks, the home play- 
era nmnu;;ing to liieposo of tho remaining 
six wickets lur only 7-,l runs, a remarkable 
feat, conaideriug the reputation enjoyed by 
Auatraliuna as heavy batters. Tho total 
for the first inuirgi was 199, of which the 
veteran George GiUin's well-played 0:2 was 
the noteworthy individual sooro.
